Painting ſince its firſt being put up. There is indeed the Corner of a 
Bench whereon Judas fits, like a Wretch as he is; and there is too, inſtead 
of a dignify'd Clergy-man's Gown, a Geneva-Cloak with a Cape on't : And 
tis no Surprize to me, that ſuch Hirelings, ſuch Sycophants, and Time- 
Servers, ſhou'd ſtrike in with the Fanaticks, and be offended becauſe 
Judas has a Cloak on; but that you ſhou'd prevaricate, forge and lye 
on at this rate in the Face of the whole World, you that wear a Gown, 
G. is lo execrable a Crime, that there can't be an honeſt Man bur 
muſt be ſtartled at it, and look upon you as a Diabolical Perſon inſtead
